There is no doubt that the execution 
of the Boer --ommande'- Scheepers, af- 
fected very unfavorably foreign ob- 
servers' who are by no means prone 
to put the worst 
construction upon 


British official actions in South Africa. 
Not only did the capture of that offi- 
cer aeeWi to have beeir in violation of 
the terms of the Geneva convention, 
to which Great Britain was a party. 
Some, at least, of the charges against 
him were not of violating the lavva of 
war, but only of violating the condi- 
tions of the proclamation 
by 
which 


Lord Kitchener affected to make a spe- 
cial code for the Boers opposed to him 
in the field. 


But one of the 
charges against 


Scheepers was for an unquestionable 
infringement of laws of war. in the 
killing of prisoners. 
Now the same 


penalty has been inflicted, for the same 
offense, upon officers serving with the 
British forces. The impartiality 
of 


Justice tends, retroactively, to vindi- 
cate thei conduct of the British in ex- 
ecuting Scheepers, though 
the cir- 


cumstances of his capture are stilt 
not Just fled. It also tends, prospect- 
Ively, to accredit the proceedings ot the 
court-martial which is to try Kruit- 
zlnger.lf, indeed, he i.s to be tried at 
all, and not released, by way of an ex- 
change for tbe enlargement of Lord 
Methuen. The
